“POCKETBOOK LEGISLATION.” 

| The New York Herald's charge that certain Senators 
will profit financially from the excessive wool duties 
proposed in the Fordney-McCumber tariff bill has 
caused an indignant hour in that body. The implica- 
tion thet their judgment is influenced by pecuniary 
considerations is vehemently resented by several 
Senators, who deny with asperity that they are guilty 
of “pocketbook legislation.” In some instances it is 
admitted that substantia] advantages will result from 
the wool schedule, but such result, it is explained, is 
unavoidable and without reproach. The Post-Dispatch 
hastens ‘to accept this denial It is impossible to 
believe that Senators could sink to the degrad 
of using their office to enrich themselves 

The odious episodé, however, is not surprising, in 
view of the wretchéd history of this bill as it is being 
revealed. It is acknowledged, for example, that in 
important particulars this bill has been written. not 
by the members of Congress, but by the heads of 
great enterprises whose sole interest in the measure 
is monetary. The ugly truth has been established 
that members of Congress have shirked their obliga- 
tion and turned over to special interests the consti- 
tutional right of levying taxes on the American peo- 
ple. There is no pleasant word with which to char- 
acterize such conduct. Delinquéncy is a mild term. 
Betrayal does not seem too harsh. The effect is, in 
truth. “pocketbook legislation” by default of Con- 
cress. The members of Congress gtilty of this mfts- 
erable indolence or incompetence must, of course, be 
held to account. 

The New York Herald, which 
a stanch Republican newspaper. No partisan malice, 
therefore, can be offered as the inspiration of this 
attack. And besides the Herald many of the most 
important Republican newspapers in the country are 
protesting the enormity of this tariff bill and predict- 
ing party disaster and grave industrial and economi 


brings the charge. its 


consequences if it is passed in its present destructive 


form. 

So far as the press of the country reflects public 
sentiment the measure is already repudiated. Sen-
